rior at Havana, on the 28 ult. I here has 
been in the course of a few years past, 
many other instances of aggression upon 
fair commerce, violative of the rights ol 
American citizens, and insults to the na¬ 
tional flag, bv the Spanish authorities in 
Cuba, and all attemps to obtain redress 
have led to protracted and fruitless nego¬ 
tiations. The documents in these cases 
have been voluminous, and when prepared 
will be sent to Congress. These now 
tiansmitted relate e\clusivel\ to the seiz¬ 
ure of the Black Warrior, and present so 
eieur a case of wrong that it wouid b 
reasonable to expect full indemnity there¬ 
for, as soon as this unjustifiable and oth n- 
sive conduct shall be made known to her 
Catholic Majesty’s Government; but sim¬ 
ilar expectations in other cases have not 
b 'en realized. The offending party is at 
our doors with large powers for aggres¬ 
sion, hut none it is allcdged, tor repara¬ 
tion. The source of redress is in anoth¬ 
er hemisphere, and the answers to our 
just complaints made to the home Govern¬ 
ment, are but the repetition of excuses 
rendered by inferior officials to their su¬ 
periors, in reply t> representations ol 
misconduct. The peculiar situation ot the 
parties has undoubtedly much aggrava¬ 
ted the annoyances and injuries which 
our citizens have suffered from the Cuban 
authorities, and Spain does not seem to 
appreciate to its full extent her responsi¬ 
bility for the conduct ot these authori¬ 
ties. 

In giving very extraordinary powers to 
tin m, she owes it to justice and to her 
friendly relations with this Government, 
to guard with great vigilance against the 
exorbitant exercise ol those powers, and 
in case of injuries to provide for prompt 
redress. 

I have already taken measures to pre¬ 
sent to the Government of Spain the wan 
ton injury of the Cuban authorities in 
the detention and seizure of the Black 
Warrior, and to demand immediate in¬ 
demnity for the injury which has thereby 
resulted to our citizens, lit view ot the 
position of the Island of Cuba, its | rox 
unity to our coast, the relations which it 
must ever bear on our commercial and 
other interests, it is vain to expect that a 
series of unfriendly acts intringing our 
commercial i ights, and the adoption of a 
policy threatning the honor a’d security 
of these States can long exist with peace¬ 
ful relations. Ill case the measures taken 
for amicable adjti-'m mt of our difficul¬ 
ties with Spain should unfortunately fail, 
/shall not hesitate to use the authority 
and means which Congress may grant to 
ensure the observance ot . ur just rights, 
to obtain redress for inujri- s received, 
and to vindicate the honor of our flag.— 

In anticipation ol that ciyntingency, which 
1 earnestly hope may not arise, 1 sugge-t 
l. i Congress the propriety of adopting 
such provisional measures as the exigen¬ 
cy of the case muv seem to demand.

“'The Mines are Nearly Exhausted. 
These words are often uttered, and proba¬ 
bly with much sincerity. That it is true, 
no' one, if he will reflect a moment, can 
believe. Nor is it at all probable that the 
best portions of our mines have been 
worked out. That many places easily 
accessible by water flowing in its natural 
channel have \ ielded largely wc admit, 
and that the surface has been extensively 
dug up is also true. But the experience 
of every day proves that there are tar 
more extensive deposites of the precious 
metal than could at first have been sup¬ 
posed, even by the most sanguine. Hith¬ 
erto miners, with few exceptions, have 
done little more than skim the surface 
and even that has not been done to any 
very great extent, arid during the rainy 
season only. 

Since the introduction of water by ca¬ 
nal companies many locations, before 
suppos. d worthless, are now proving ex¬ 
ceedingly rich, and are paying lar better 
than any" in ’49 or ’50, in proportion to the 
price of labor and living. Grounds 
thought not worth prospecting then, are 
now pouring forth their golden treasure 
to gladden the heart of the miner. 

Tunnels are being driven into the hills 
in many points which weekly reward 
those who have the capital, enterprise 
ami perseverance to grapple with and 
overcome the seeming difficulties, ami 
many hills, supposed to contain no gold, 
are now being worked with great success. 

The mineral riches of California will 
command and stimulate the inventive go 
niusof the age. The appliances of sci 
ence with the enduring energy and skill 
of our miners will ere long develop re¬ 
sources that will startle and enrich the 
world. The child is yet unborn who will 
live to see California’s mineral treasures 
exhausted. We shall resume the subject 
at some future time.— Miners Advocate.

The Sen Francisco Evening News has 
the following on the subject of Writs of 
Attachment. We consider the matter as 
of paramount importance, and have ex¬ 
pressed what we believe to be the feeling 
of the community on the subject: 

Writ of Attachment.—A t this time ol 
general financial embarrassment, consid¬ 
erable attention has been directed to the 
1 examination of the process tor the cn- 
I forcemeat of the collection of debts. We 
I huve heard frequent complaints of the 
abuse ul the remedial writ of Attachment, 
and think as the law stands, it affords a 
convenient engine for tyranny nnd op- 
pr< ssion in the hands of a hard-hearted or 
dishonest creditor. Any man having a 
claim agai: st another, which is due and 
not secured by mortgage, can by swear 
mg to those facts and giving bond, sue oui 
a writ of Attachment, seize his effects, 
break up his business, and destroy his 
credit 1 Such a law is an anomaly upon 
the Statute books; one that calls for to¬ 
st mt remedy, and one that ought not to be 
tolerated in any country. The process ot 
Attachment is one of great severity—and 
therefore one that ought to be guarded 
with .he utmost jealousy and caution. 
Some ground for the apprehending fraud 
on the part of the creditor, or some rea¬ 
sonable fear that the chattels will be se¬ 
creted or removed beyond the n aeh ol 
the court ought te be shown jiv affidavit, 
before it should ever issue. Such is the 
course in all countries but this. If thi- 
severe law was called for by the disor¬ 
ganized state of society at the time it was 
passed, the necessity tor it Inis long since 
passed away and we hope to see it soon 
.modified.

Senator Gm in's Pacific Railroad Bill 
—An editorial in Ihe Noifolli Daily South¬ 
ern Argus of Match l6t!t, remarks a» f" 1 -. 
lows, in rolati n to the Pacific Railroad 
Bill introduced by Dr. Gwin: 

In the Senate on Monday, Mr. Gwin, as 
Chairman of the National Railroad Com¬ 
mittee, reported “A l.ill for the construc¬ 
tion of a Railroad from the Valley of the 
Mississippi to the Pacific Ocean, and it 
was made the special order of the day for 
Monday, 27th instant. It is understood 
that on this magnificent subject, Mr. Sena¬ 
tor Gwin will make a speech that will 
live long after him. It is a project that 
exceeds in grandeur anything that has 
ever been conceived. Compared to a 
railway across our continent, what are 
those useless piles,tho pyramids of Egypt 
the Colossus of Rhodes, Pompev’s Pillar, 
Cleopatra’s Needle,t>r theSphvnx! Mere 
“sights” for travelers—monuments of 
wasted labor! 

Mr. Gwin’s bill is the best and most 
practical that has been devised. It will 
ensure a good road and a speedy comple¬ 
tion. The condition of the European 
world—“war and rumors of war”—de¬ 
mand that our country should be knit to¬ 
gether in the manner here eontemplated; 
but as to the action of the general govern¬ 
ment in the case, we are opposed to any 
scheme appropriating the money in the 
Treasury to railroads. We shall lev’ 
with interest,bowever, for the .pc--

During the last summer, a Mormon 
named Redding discovered an irnpottant 
cut-off on the California road from Salt 
Lake. The old route began with a de¬ 
sert, went far to the north, and had in 
many places but little grass and water 
Redding discovered a straight road, with 
no desert, and with plenty of grass and 
water, running due west from Salt Lake 
City to the ilumboldt, and making the 
journey shorter by 250 miles. He val¬ 
ued his cut-off so highly, that he applied 
to the Territorial Legislature for permis¬ 
sion to collect toll, but it was refused. 

The people at Parowan treated Colonel 
Frenn nt very hospitably. The town of 
Parowan has about 400 inhabitants. The 
houses are built of adobes, with shingle 
roofs,and the town is surrounded with an 
adobe wall, as a protection against the In¬ 
dians. Colonel Fremont’s party made the 
greater part of the road on foot. They 
started from the frontier, from li nt's 
Fort, from Parowan, and from the camp 
of the If irse-thief Indians at the foot ot 
Owen’s Range, with a full supply of fresh 
horses: but each supply, except the last, 
gave out. The grass was dead along 
nearly the whole route; it had lost its 
strength by the washing of the rain and 
snow; the horses became weak rapidly, 
under the cold and thin feed, and it was 
ibsolutely necessary to retain some of 
them to pack the papers and instruments 
of Colonel Fremont. Tho men, though 
they reposed full confidence in their trad¬ 
er, yet doubted whether they would suc¬ 
ceed in making the trip in mid-winter, 
over a mountainous country, a consider¬ 
able portion of which had never been trod¬ 
den by white man. They never knew in 
the morning how far they would have to 
travel to grass and water, the search for 
which was rendered more difficult, fre¬ 
quently by the necessity of finding wood 
in the same place, when the weather 
cold. Colonel Fremont used tents until 
he arrived at Bent’s Fort, where he ob¬ 
tained Indian lodges or tents of tanned 
buffalo skin. The. food for a great portion 
of the way was horse meat. Whenever a 
li. rsc gave out, if the game was not plen¬ 
ty. he was slaughtered, and his stringy 
and lean muscles were out with 

the strictest economy .—Alta California.
